Waite (N.Y.,) Oct. 138.—[By 
the Associated Press.| Public political 
interest today centers at Ophir Farm, 
the home of Hon. Whitelaw Reid. Hon. 
James G. Blaine is a guest of the Vice- 
Presidential candidate. At dinner this 
evening he met Republican Natioval 
Chairman Carter, ex-Chairman Clark- 
son, National Committeeman Joe Man- 
ley, and ex-Senator Platt. 

Blaine in an interview in the after- 
noon said: ‘lam quite recovered from 
the effects of the long trip, and as I 
have been ill allsummer, I cannt but 
regard with pleasure the ease with 
which I traveled over 500 miles."’ 

Turning to the subject of politics he 
said; ‘My friends know I am no longer 
a public man in any sense of the word, 
and utterances from me would seem un- 
called for. On all political subjects I 
have only to say what I have already 
said in my public letter to Mr. Manley. 
My health has prevented me so far from 
active participation in the campaign, 
and Ihave not considered the subjet of 
entering the field as a speaker.’’ 

On Tuesday night the people of White 


Plains will hold a mass-meeting to be 
addressed by Whitelaw Reid, Warner 
Miller and Gen. Horace Porter. It is 


expected that Mr. Blaine will be pres- 
ent, and he will probably make a short 
address. 


PARTISAN JUDGES. 


The New York Apportionment Held Valid 
by a Party Vote. 

(N. Y..) Oct. 18.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Court of Ap- 
peals this morning handed down a de- 
cision affirming the constitutiomality of 
the new State legislative apportion- 
ment law passed by the last Legislature, 
which was Democratic. The reappor- 
tionment under the new law is favora- 
ble to continued Democratic control of 
the Legislature.

It is estimated that 
nearly 30,000 people took part. Many 
beeves and sheep were slaughtered and 
roasted in out-door ovens for the regale- 
ment of the multitudes. Four grand 
stands were erected in as many parts of 
the city and parks and Democratic doc- 
trines enunciated from as many points 
atonce. The principal speakers of the 
day were Adlai E. ge ch Hon. W. 
M. Springer, Senator Roger Q. Mills 
and Gen. John C. Black, ex-Commis- 
sioner of Pensions. 


TARDY CONTRACTORS, 


Delay in the Delivery of Steel tor New War 
Vessels.

Cuicago, Oct. 13.—An important vic- 
tory has been won by the Union Pacific 
over the Northern Pacific. At a spe- 
cial meeting of the Chicago Railroad 
Association today the action of Octo- 
ber 8 eliminating from the Chicago 
rate sheetthe Union Pacific route to 
Puget Sound points was reconsidered. 
The consequence is that there will be 
no change in the present routing of pas- 
senger business to Puget Sound points 
as it stands in the Chicago rate sheet.

At mid- 
night President Palmer announced that 
word had been received from Senator 
Daniel saying that he would not deliver 
the oration.

HANDY WITH A DIRK. 


A eiene Stabs Two Men and Barely Es- 
capes Being Lynched. 

Srxawy (lll.,) Oct. 13.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.|. The’ village was in a 
great state of excitement today over an 
affray last night in which Jesse Dennis 
fatally stabbed Frank Hoffman and 
Chris Shipplemanm. Dennis, who is a 
well-to-do farmer living several miles 
west of Sibley, overtook Hoffman and 
Shippelman on the road last night, and 
after a quarrel challenged them to 
fight. They got out of their buggy and 
Dennis immediately attacked them 
with a dirk, stabbing Shippleman 
in the left lung and Hoffman over the 
heart.

Hoffman died at 
11 o’clock this morning, and word is 
received that Shippleman is worse.

New York, Oct. 13.—{By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The Columbus celebration 
in this city was brought toa fitting®close 
tonight by a grand banquetat the Lenox 
Lyceum. Several hundred of the best- 
known men in the country were seated 
atthe tables. Mayor Grant presided, 
Vice-President Morton, representing 
President Harrison, sitting at his side. 
Near him were ex-Presidént Cleveland, 
ex-President Hayes, Gov. Flower, Sec- 
retary of State Foster, Baron Fava, 
Gen. Horace Porter and Bishop Potter. 

The first toast was responded to by 
Vice-President Morton. The Vice- 
President lamented the necessity of the 
President's absence, saying: ‘‘He is 
standing in a great shadow awaiting 
the issue of life or death. He (Morton) 
was here to thank them for the respect- 
ful courtesy which assignedthe Presi- 
dent a prominent position in these civic 
ceremonies.’’ Continuing the Vice- 
President said: 

The 12th of October will hereafter be 
marked with white. We have instituted a 
Columbian festival to be repeated at the ex- 
piration of each 100 years tothe futher- 
most limit of time by tors who will not 
have been witnesses of the precedingo ceie- 
bration. 

After briefly reviewing the principle 
events of the past and speaking of the 
lessons they convey, the Vice-President 
said that on behalf or the president he 
was here especially to thank the minis- 
ters of Spain, Italy and France for 
their fraternal assistance and the rep- 
resentatives of the other powers for 
their participation. 

At the close of his address Mf Mor- 
ton proposed a toast to the wife of the 
President, and expressed hope for her 
speedy recover 

Secretary ;- Fekver responded to the 
toast ‘‘the United States of America,’’ 
making a: graceful speech. He said, 
among other things, that in no other 
nation of the world is the réligious 
faith, which so efficiently contributed 
to the success of the first voyages of the 
great discoverer, so potent in controll- 
ing: society, enriching its charities and 
elevating the race. He continued: 

It was in tbe United States that civil and 
religious liberty experienced its new birth. 
Here it has its most perfect application, 
and its refiex infiuences have been promi- 
nent factors in the last 100 years in 
reconstructing society and government in 
Europe, Inno other nation is education 
so munificently fostered and intelligence so 
generally diffused throughout all classes. 
When we turn from social conditions 
to physical accomplishments the United 
States is equally marked. in the miast of 
our glorification, however, itis plain that 
many intelligent citizens have not reached 
perfection in either society or governuient, 
and in my residence abroad the criticism 
most frequently made to me by public men 
and observers was the lax apd partial ad- 
ministration of justice in the’United States. 
Too often have I been made to blush at the 
recital, usually, itis true, im’ exaggerated 
terms, of the riots, lynchings and 
lawless execution of punishment upon 


supposed cuiprits not infrequent itn 
this country. Usually it is the im. 
perfect administration of justice. by 


the constituted authorities which occa. 
sions but never justifies those lawless 
acts, and back of derelect authorities may 
generally be found perverted public senti- 
ment. What a well-grounded source of 
exaltation it would be if, in the list of 
achievements already enumerated, we 
could make the claim thatin this land jus- 
tice is always impartially administered to 
high and low, rich and poor, without fear 
or favor. 

Gov. Flower also spoke. Referring 
to New York’s sean’ for the fair loca- 
tion. he said: 

This week's have given 
Magnificent proof of the broad, unselfish 
patriotism of New York's citizens in con- 
cealing all resentment and uniting heartily 
in the week's festivities.

A Terrible Colliery Disaster In a 
Pennsylvania Town. 


One Man Killed Oatright—Seven Others 
Entombed and ,Probably Dead—The 
Work of Rescue Impeded by 
“Black-damp."’

SHAMOKIN (Pa.,) Oct. 13.—[By the 
Associated Press.| An explosion of gas 
occurred at Sterling colliery this morn- 
ing. It is supposed to have been caused 
by a fall of coal breaking a miner's lamp. 
One man was killed, four injured, and 
seven others entombed. It is believed 
the latter are alldead. Up to tonight 
the searching party was unable to reach 
the missing ones owing to much ‘‘black 
damp.”’

The mine officials quickly gathered 
men in the vicinity and organized them 
in squads and went to work clearing 
away the wreckage and rescuing the 
entombed men. The work will be car- 
ried on night and day until accom- 
plished. The injured men named above 
were brought out during the afternoon.

GEN. ROGER’S REPORT 


Young Officers Commended—Increase in

Wintry Blasts Howling Over 
Colorado, 


Sleet, Rain and Wind Cause General 
Havoe in Denver. 


Trains Bloekaded by Deep Snow in 
the Mountains. 


Miners Who Were Unprepared fer the 
Storm Suffer Severely — Wyoming 
Also Gets a Sharp Taste of 
Karly Wiater.

Desxver (Colo.,) Oct. 13.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The rain, sleet and 
windstorm that began Tuesday night 
ended tonight, leaving the cityina 
torn-up condition. The streets are lit- 
tered with limbs and trunks of trees 
and allsorts of débris, which, before 
the storm, formed portions of roofs, 
signs, chimneys, cornices and even the 
steeples of churches. Had the weather 
been a little colder snow would have ac- 
companied the storm, and the chances 
are that it would have rivalled the fa- 
mous New York blizzard in destructive- 
ness, for the wind blew at tbe rate of 
forty miles an hour at times. It was 
only by chance and the best of luck 
that the city is notnow mourning the 
death of some inhabitants, for enough 
material fell trom buildings to kill many 
pedestrians, but luckily wayfarers were 
few, and the falling signs and brick- 
work, with. one exception, dropped 
harmlessly on deserted sidewalks. This 
exception was the case of a man named 
Jackson, who was struck on the head 
by a falling sign, and foratime it was 
thought had been fatally injured, buat 
who escaped with a slight fracture of 
the skull. 

Electric light, telephone, telegraph 
and electric trolley wires were mized 
up in the greatest confusion, and as the 
wind swung them to and fro they 
emitted deadly flashes which passers-by 
had difficulty in escaping. Fortunately 
no human beings were struck by the 
swinging wires, but three horses, being 


driven at that time, were struck 
and shocked to death William 
Andrews, the driver, received a 


severe shock. Heivy rains filled the 
cable conduits and for a time

the cars stopped, together with the 
electric cars, which on several lines 
were forced to suspend business by the 
breaking of the overhead wires. Cel- 
lars were filled with water and great 
damage done to goods, while the con- 
tinuous rain beating on the north sides 
of buildings has seriously affected some 
blocks. 

In the suburbs, where the rain and 
wind had full sway, many small honses 
were partially wrecked, and fences, ont- 
houses and trees were blown about in- 
discriminately. 

Throughout the middle portion of the 
State the most severe storm fora num- 
ber of years prevailed yesterday. To- 
day ail mountain roads are more or less 
blocked and this morning there was not 
a wire in operation and no trains were 
moving except on the South Park 
branch of the Union Pacific. No trains 
moved either way last night or this 
morning on the Mountain division of the 
Union Pacific, and the Fort Worth 
trains were blocked somewhere, and as 
most of ther wires up to tonight were 
still prostrated, it was difficult to locate 
them. The Santa Fé trains due last 
night did not arrive till this evening. 
Island trains are blockaded 
between Lyman and Colorado Springs, 
so that no trains can pass that way, but 
are running over the Union Pacific. 

Snow plows are operated in the cuts 
on the Divide fifty miles south of Den- 
ver today, anditis learned that there 
is from three to seven feet of snow in 
the cuts. Cripple Creek reports three 
feet of snow there, and as miners in 
that vicinity were entirely unprepared 
for the storm, much suffering will en- 
sue. 

The storm was very violent in East- 
ern Colorado, telegraph wires oo 
-~prostrated for over twenty miles, an 
communication with Denver and East- 
ern cities completely cut off for twenty- 
four hours. Wyoming also received 
part of the storm, and, as the wires be- 
tween Cheyenne and this city are pros- 
trated, itis impossible to get but mea- 
gerreports. It is learned that tele- 
graph lines are broken in every direc- 
tion from Cheyenne, but are being 
slowly restored.

SHE LOVES MATHEMATICS. 


The Wonderful Work of Mrs. Elizabeth 
7 Brown Davis. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Brown Davis, who re- 
sides an No. 833 South Union avenue, 
this city, stands among the foremost 
mathematicians in this country. She 
computes the ephemeris of the sun for 
the Nautical Almanac and is the wife of 
Arthur Powell Davis, who has charge 
of the branch office of the Geological 
Survey in this city, where they have 
resided for several months. Speaking 
of Mrs. Davis, the New York Tribune 
of recent date savs: 

Mrs. Elizabeth Preston Brown Davis, who 
computes the ephemeris of the sun for 
the Nautical Almanac, is a woman less than 
30 years old, and a remarkable mathema- 
ticfah. SWe Was a school teacher in Wash: 
ington befare ber marriage, but having 
shown anaptness for figures, and having 
been mentioned to Prof. Newcombe, of the 
Nautical Almanacofice, he employed her 
to read some prcofs and verity a few calcu. 
lations. She soon after competed for a 


' $1200 place as computer in his office, and 


beat seyeral male ritals conspicuously. 
‘Meaatime, she kept up her eourse of study 
inthe Columbian University, where she 
graduatedin 1886. Shortly before this 
she startled her instructors and other as- 
tronomers by discovering and correcting 
an error in one of La Piace’s tables that 
bad for years resulted in inconsistencies 
puzzling to astronomers throughout the 
world. She alsoinvented and copyrighted 
the Washington-Greenwich table now used 
by the Government, which is said to greatly 
facilitate the work of the computers. 

A TIMES reporter went out to see Mrs. 
Davis the other morning, and found a 
young and handsome Southern woman, 
not yet 30 years of age, who is quite as 
enthusiastic over the charms of her lit- 
tle baby daughter, Florence Newcombe 
Davis, as over her mathematical -tri- 
umphs.

Brown of Virginia and was educated in 
Washington, D. C. “She spoke modestly 
but enthusiastically of her work.

A DARK MYSTERY. 


A Frightful Murder Vomaaitted 
in Chinatown. ; 


The Victim a Young Italian Water 
Cress Peddier. 


The Body Found in a Cesspool Back 
af an Abandoned Shanty, 


The Queer Story Told by a Chinese Woman, 
Who Claims to Have Heard Cries 
for Assistance—No Clew to 
the Murderers, 


A mysterious murder took place 
in new Chinatown yesterday after- 
noon at 5:30 o’clock, as near as can 
be learned, in an old shanty on the 
corner of Benjamin and Apablasa 
streets, formerly used by one of the 
numerous Chinese secret societies. 

It is more than possible that the mur- 
der would have remained a secret for 
some-time, if not forever, had it not 
been for the wife of Mun Sing, who 
lives almost back of the house in which 
the deed was committed. 

At 5:30 o'clock she says she heard 
a Chinaman’s voice in a distressed tone 
cry in Chinese, ‘Save my life.’’ She 
then heard a number of heavy blows 
and the voice repeated ina gurgling 
way, ‘‘Save my life.”’ 

Mrs. Sing says she climbed up on the 
fence, so that she could look in the back 
yard, but the house was closed and she 
could see nothing, but she heard severa] 


persons running around in an excited 
manner. 

A few minutes later an unknown Chi- 
naman rushed out of the house and 
jumped over the fence and ran off. 
The woman called te him and asked 
him if he had been robbed, as she 
thought some one was being robbed in 
the house. He never turned or «an- 


swered her, and she saw nothing more |" 


of him. 

There were no men around at the 
time, but several putin an appearance 
a few minutes later, when the woman 
told them what had happened, and Offi- 
cers Whaling, Harris and Fay were no- 
tified. 

The officers at once made up their 
minds that murder had been com- 
mitted and a vigorous search was insti- 
tuted. Soon a numberof Chinamen had 
joined in the hunt and at 8:45 o’clock 
a dead body was found in an old cess- 
pool in the back yard. 

It had been poked down under the 
contents of the closet by the person or 
persons who committed ‘he deed, but it 
came to the surface and was found by 
three Chinamen named Ah Shoon, Ah 
Duck and Ah Hing, who were assisting 
in the search. 

The body was removed to Orr & 
Sutch’s, where an inquest will be held 
this morning. 

A STARTLING DISCOVERY. 

When the victim was stripped and 
washed at the morgue at 11 o'clock last 
night a startling discovery was made. 

The body was that of an Italian boy 
of 10 or 12 years of age. He was 
identified as a boy who sells water cress 
around the saloons and restaurants, but 
no one could be found who knows his 
name. 

In searching the house the detectives 
found his basket full of watercress and 
an old slouch hat on top of the basket. 
The basket was concealed under an old 
stairway. 

In one of the side rooms was found an 

old cot with pieces of blankets and 
quilts, and an old clock. Itis believed 
by the detectives that the boy has slept 
in this place and that some Chinaman 
entered the place about 5 o’clock, but 
why he should have murdered the poor 
little fellow is a mystery, as it was cer- 
tainly not done for the purpose of rob- 
bery. 
In view of the fact that the victim 
was a white boy, itis difticult to recon- 
cile the statement of the woman that 
she heard the cries in Chinese for as- 
sistance. The detectives are at work 
on the case, but up to a late hour no ar- 
rests had been made.

The India Rubber Plank, 

It makes a great deal of difference 
whether the tree-trade doctrine is dis- 
cussed from an abstract standpoint or 
whether it is brought right home to the 
practical, ever-day, bread-and-butter 
affairs of life. For example, it is very 
pretty to talk about dispensing with all 
unnatural restraints of commerce be- 
tween pations—of sharing our prosper- 
ity with the whole world— of open mar- 
kets, of an unselfish brotherhood of 
man, and all that sort of thing; but 
when you come to put the proposition 
in more concrete form, apd you ask A, 
who is a producer, ‘‘Are you willing to 
sacrifice vour business, surrender yotr 
earthly possessions, and take the vows 
of poverty in order to bring about this 
universal brotherhood?’’ he would 
want to ponder some time before giv- 
ing an affirmative answer. It isa very 
chivalric and very poetical expression 
to say that Americais the refuge for 
the oppressed of all nations. This 
thought has done faithful duty on 
Fourth of July orations for more 
than a century. But when we 
accept this doctrine in the broadest 
significance and find ourselves confront- 
ing the proposition of receiving the 
overflow of paupers and criminals from 
the whole world, we find that the law 
of self-preservation obliges us to put a 
check upon our sentimentality. 

What would be thought of a philan- 
thropist who, having a famiiy of his 
own to support and ample means to 
support them and some to spare, should 
give away everything he possessed, 
and leave his own children to depend 
upon charity? The world would say 
that he had transcended the bonds of 
philanthrophy; that he had made a fool 
of himself; that he had perpetrated a 
cruel injustice upon his own flesh and 
blood. Wecannot get away from the 


fact that charity and duty and fealty«¢ 


begin at home, and that one who does 
an injustice to his own is worse than 
the heathen. 

So itis well enough to circumscribe 
these large. beautiful and abstract ideas 
of the brotherhood of man and the free 
markets of the world with a wholesome 
consideration for the interests of our- 
selves and our neighbors and the people 
of our own Nation. We can afford to 
be generous, but nottoo generous. We 
cannot afford to reduce ourselves to 
poverty In order to benefit in a small 
degree the whole human race. 

Now, the Democrats in this campaign 


find themselves in a very delicate and a 


very awkward position. “They must 
urge the proposition of free trade with 
all its abstract beauties without bring- 
ing it too closely home. They feel 

they would have small prospects of suc- 
cess if they asked people to voluntarily 
sacrifice their own business prosperity 
in order to promote the Democratic 
cause of free trade. Hence, the anti- 


tariff plank of their platform is en-. 


dowed with all the physical properties 
of India rubber. In the South it is vul- 
canized rubber, stiffand hard; in the 
various Northerm States it possesses 
various degrees of elasticity, and is 
stretched to fit each particular require- 
ment. Thus, in California the Demo- 
cratic orators know it would be folly to 
ask fruit-growers to join with them in 
breaking down the tariff on fruits and 
fruit products with the understanding 
that thereby they would cripple their 
own industry. They’ know that the 
California producer cannot afford to 
work ascheaply as the foreign pro- 
ducer, and that he cannot hire labor as 
cheaply. Ifthe markets of the coun- 
try were freely opened to foreign 
competition, there must be an end to 
the exportation of fresh and dried 
fruits from this State. We could then 
raise enough for home consumption and 
the rest would have to rot. The same 
principle applies to wine-producers and 
the same (with the abolition of the 
bounty) to the growers of beets and the 
manufacturers of beet sugar. So the 
free-trade plank of the Democratic 
platform is here subjected to one of its 
mightiest stretches. The plausible 
Democratic orators say to us, in effect: 
“Our declaration that the tariff isa 
fraud and that in principle it is uncon- 
stitutional is meant to be construe@ in a 
Pickwickian sense. We hold that it is 
unconstitutionalin the abstract, but not 
in the concrete. In other words, we are 
in favor of free trade, but agin’ its en- 
forcement—in this particular neck o’ 
woods.. We think itis a fine thing to 
puta high tariff on lururies, and we 
hold that raisins, prunes, dried peaches 
and apricots, wines and sugar are lux- 
uries. Therefore you are going to get 
in out of the wet when our glorious 
free-trade deluge comes.. But iron and 
wool, and tin and clothing—they are not 
luxuries, and to protect them would be 
a Republican fraud. and unconstitu- 
tional besides.’’ 

This isthe little argument fixed up 
for California. ‘What the particular 
phase of the argument is for Pennsyl- 
vania, where their chief product is iron, 
we do not know, but we presume that 
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they are then urging that iron ought to 
be classed among the luxuries and fruits 
and sugar among the necessities of life. 
it is, as we stated, a very elastic doc- 


trine, and may be stretched to suit any 


particular requirement. In some States 
woql may be classed as a luxury, in 
others hides or barley ortin. Indeed 
there has been considerable talx already 
about paying $15,000,000 per annum 
for the luxury of manufacturing cur own 
tin. Anything may bea luxury if you 
only bring the right kind of sophistry 
to bearnponit. 

It strikes us, however, that this sort 
of argument is entirely too thin to be 
taken by the American people in large 
doses. The relations between the var- 
ious States are too intimate, the tele- 
graph ramifies too generally through 
the land, and the newsyatherer is too 


active to allow this sort of delusion to | 


be worked effectively in different sec- 


tions. The people of various States 
are bound to compare notes, and 
then they must see that the 


Democratic politicians are playing fast 
and leosé with them. The free-tradets 
are seeking to be all things to all men, 
and they are very sure to make a mess 
of If! Anybody with a grain of sense 
must know that the protective system 
must be maintained as a comprehensive 
policy orit cannot be maintained at all 
The fruit producers of California must 
realize that they cannot consistently 
ask protection on their own particular 
products if the producers of other arti- 
cles in other States are to be subjected 
to the inroads of free trade. If our 
California producers should set out to 
establish such a selfish and narrow pol- 
icy they would soon realize what an in- 
significant factor California really is 
when compared tothe whole Union. 
In other words, our luxurious special 
protectionists on their own hook would 
be beautifully left in the lurch. And 
they ought to be. 

_In the South, which is the big end of 
the Democratic party, the free-trade 
plank is, as we intimated, vulcanized. 
It is hard and fast and solid. Jt means 
free trade and nothing else. It means 
taking the duty off imported raisins and 
wines justas much as taking the duty 
off iron and wool. And, if the Demo- 
cratic party should be successful inthe 
forthcoming election, the South would 
dictate the policy of the Government in 
this respect. Any special promises 
made by Democratic orators in Cali- 
fornia or in any other Republican State 
would not be considered binding. And 
we have no doubt that, with the senti- 
ment that now prevails in the South, 
nothing would give the people of that 
section greater pleasure than to see 
every manufacturing and productive in- 
dustry in the North crippled or de- 
stroyed. That is the measure of their 
patriotism. They do not care to have 
high wages maintained for American 
mechanics. Cheap labor is one of the 
tenets handed down to them from the 
days of slavery, and they will hold to 
that docrine until they are born again. 

The American people should not be 
deluded by this talse and fraudulent 
free-trade issue, and we believe they 
bave too much good ‘‘horse sense”’ to 
allow themselves to fali beneath its 
blighting spell.

The Bid of the National #ank of southern 
California Accepted, 

The Counci!l met tn. special session 
yesterday afternoon, with Presideut 
Bonsall in the chair, for the purpose of 
receiving and considering bids for the 
purchase of city refandin g bonds to the 
amount of 320,000, 

Treasurer Johnson briefly stated that 
heretofore the only satisfactory bid re- 
ceived was that of Hayes & Son of 
Cleveland, O..and that the tronble in 
regard to negotiations had resulted in 
the sale being declared off. 

It was stated that'two gentlemen 
were present who wished to offer bids, 
and a telegram was also read signed W- 
J. McDonaid and dated North Ontario, 
asking that the Council ‘‘please do not 
sell bonds till Larrive.’' No one seemed 
to know who Mr. NcDonald was br 
what proposition he was prepared to 
submit. 

Councilman McGarrv thought, in view 
of the fact that there is a chance ‘for 
further bidders, it would be better to 
have the matter go over. ? 

Perry Wildman, on bebalf of’ the 
National Bank of California, as oné of 
the bidders, objected to further delay, 
and said that he would only put in his 
bid on condition that it was opened and 
something ‘done at»ence. He had been 
put off one time to accommodate a com- 
petitor, and if he/was to be tredted in 
this manner he thought he would with- 
draw it altogether, 

H. C. Barrall, western representative 
of Blair & Co., bankers, of New York, 
was also present, and was prepared to 
putin his bid at once, if the Council 
was disposed to treat them fairly and 
make an award if the bid is satisfac- 
torv. Mr. Barrall said he would not put 
in his bid if it was to be opened, and 
then have other bidders come in com- 
petition. He wanted his bid acted oa at 
once, if it was satisfactozy; if not, he 
wanted it rejected. He thought he 
was prepared to make a better bid than 
anyone else, and did not object to hav- 
ing the matter at once settled. 

Mr. Calkins, representing Hayes & 
Son, appeared before the Council and 
asked that his clients be given. con- 
sideration. He thought the matter 
could be satifactorily arranged if given 
a little more time, as the firm had 
waived'all the conditions heretofore im- 
posed. : 

It was stated that the Havs bid had 
been rejected, and the $3000 de- 
posited as a guarantee covered into the 
City Treasurer, and that tranactions had 
been closed up. 

After some furthe? talk, it was de- 
cided to receive and open the bids pre- 
sented, it being understood that no 
other propositions are to be brought 
into competition with them, and they 
were read as follows: , 

H. C. Batrall, representing Blair & 
Co., offered par and accrued interest 
for the entire issue of $320,000, the 
money to be paid omthe legality of the 
bodns being approved by their attor- 
neys, for which service thev will charge 
a commission af $8490. 

Perry Wildman, representing the Na- 
tional Bank of California, offered par 
and accrued interest, the money to be 
paid on the legality of the bonds being 
approved by their attorneys, for which 
a commission of $8000 is charged. 

Both bids are accompanied by certi- 
fied checks for $5000. 


After a brief debate, the bid of Mr. 


Wildman was accepted, and the Coun- 
cil adjourned.

PATRICK O'LEARY CONVICTED. 


A Highway Robbrr Who was Disposed of 
in Short Order. 

Patrick O’Leary, the individual who 
recently attempted to follow the ex- 

ample set by Pickpocket Davis, of walk- 
ing out of Judge Smith’s courtroom dur- 
ing the temporary absence of the bailiff, 
appeared.in Department One yesterday 
for trial upon the charge of having as- 
saulted Martin Thannes with intent to 
commit robbery, on the morning of Sep- 
tember 8 last. 

The jurors selectiod to try the case 
were: J. Q. Adams, F. W. Bosworth, 
H. A. Draper, W. Dockstader, E. W. 
Failor, A. F. Gillmore, N. H. Hughes, J. 
A. Paxton, J. Quill, W. Rector, C. A. 
Robinson and L. M. Russell. 

The following witnesses were called 
and examined for the _ prosecution: 
Martin Thannes, B. Grasse, A. P. Ford, 
F. Triewiler, Deputy Sheriff C. L. Cruz 
and Jailer W. H. Kussell. 

Their testimony was to the effect that 
about 1 o’clock in the morning of Sep- 
tember 8 last Thannes, Grasse and 
Triewiler and two others left-a saloon 
on the corner of Alameda and Turner 
street, where they had been drinking. 
and after a friendly dispute as to 
wheter or not they should walk or hire 
ahack to take them up to the Pico 
House, where thev were 
Started on foot for their destination. 
Three of them were together, but 
Thannes and Grasse fohowed in single 
file several yards apart. Thannes was 
blinded bv a sudden blow in the face, 
followed almost instantly by a tug at 
his watch chain, but instinctively he 
grabbed for his assailant and his right 
hand closed on a man’s wrist witha grip 
like that of a vice. He then took the 
watch and chain away from his prisoner 

_ and slipped it in his pants pocket. The 
thief broke away, however. and as 
Grasse came along, grabbéd his vest, 
tearing all the buttons off, and made .a 
dive for a pocketbook inside. Grasse 
yelled at the top of his Voice and 
Thannes and Triewiler went to the 
rescue, but the thief again es- 
caped and ran up Jackson street. 
Special Officer Ford, attracted by the 
cries, ran up and.on Jearning the cause 
of the outcry gave chase and finallv 
ran O’Leary toearthina blind alley. 
The thief ingeniously claimea that he 
“ran away because the three men had at- 
tempted to rob him, hoping thereby to 
secure his release, but ford, in order to 
make assurance doubiy sure, took both 
thief and victims into custody and 
marched them to the station. There 
O'Leary was readily identified by 
Thannes and Grasse, and was locked up 
after a desperate attempt to fight his 
accusers. 

The story of his attempted escape 
and recapture by Jailer Russell was re- 
lated to the jury, apd the prosecution 
dlosed. 

The defendant, .a ltmrd-looking citi- 
zen,*apparentiy about 30 years of age, 


then testified in his own behalf to the. 


effect that as he emerged from the sa- 
loon five drunken men set upon him,

rooming, | 


ceeded in knocking two of them down 
and escaping. He denied all knowledge 
of any attempt torob Thannes of his 
watch or Grasse of his pocketbook. 
A witness named Tom Dormity was 
then called, and testified that the de- 
fendant was a professional boxer, but 
during their five years’ acquaintance he 
bad never heard anything derogatory 
to O’Leary’s character for honesty. In 
} view of the fact that in the lower court 
‘O'Leary had sworn that he had only 
just arrived in town a few hours be- 
fore the fight from Benicia, where he 
had left a‘ vessel in which he sailed 
around the Harn from Wales, this testi- 
mony gave the prosecuting attorney a 
leverage he was not slow to take ad- 
vantage of, and the defendant was 
forced to acknowledge himself a liar be- 
fore the jury. The result was that ten 
minutes after the case had been submit- 
ted to that body it returned into court 
with a verdict of conviction, and 
O'Leary was ordered to appear for sen- 
tence on Monday next.

Second Day’s Session of the State | 
Convention. 


Election of Officers for the Current 
Meeting. 


Several Interesting Addresses Deliv- 
ered During the Day. 


Topics, of Interest to the Organization Dis- 
cusseod—Bible Reading by Dr. O. B, 
Read of Los Angeles—The Sec. 
ond Coming of Christ. 


The spacious anditorium of the First 
Presbyterian Church at Pasadena was 
well filled at an early hour yesterday 
morning, when the opening session of 
the Y.M.C.A. State Convention was 
commenced. 

At 8:30 the prayer service was be- 
gun, lasting for an hour, and then came 
the election of officers for the current 
session, resulting in the choice of L. J. 
Norton for president, O. G. Baldwin, of 
Pomona college, Dr. Grinnell of Pasa- 
dena, Dr. H.C. French of San Fran- 
cisco, W. E. Howard of San Diego and 
Dr. I. D, Wood, of Stanford University, 
for vice-presidents: Messrs. Balchelder, 
of Stanford University; Ed S. Gillin of 
San Diego and Garner Curran of Ven- 
tura acting as secretaries. 

The several committees were next 
appointed as follows: 

Nominations—W. E. Howard of San 
Diego, E. S. Field of Los Angeles, Capt. 
I. Bray of Oakland, J. S. Speares of 
Sacramento, Dr. H. C. French of San 
Francisco. 

Temporary Business—Irving S. Wat- 
son of Oakland, Mr. Packard of San 
Diego, J. P. Rasmussen of Ventura, Mr. 
Dillworth of Occidental College, C. M. 
Porter of Los Angeles. 

The officers were duly installed and 
immediately entered upon the work as- 
signed. 

ADDRESSES AND DISCUSSION. 

Association’s Opportunity”? was 
dwelt upon in the Bible study led by 
Harry Hilliard, and John L. Speares 
talked of the responsibilities of the as- 
sociation toward its members. The 
latter believed that the avowed princi- 
ples upon which the Y.M.C,A. was or- 
ganized were to promote the cause of 
Christ and Christianity in influencing 
young men to forsake their ways of sin 
by offering to them membership in an 
organization which would give them 
recreation of a clean and legitimate 
sort and opportunities for mutual bene- 
fit and instructiun. The resolution of 
Rev. Abel Stevens of New York, 
introduced and ratified by the Mont- 
real convention, declaring that the 
Young Men’s Christian Associations 
seek to unite those young men 
who, regarding Jesus Christ as their 
God and Savior, according to the Holy 
Scriptures, desire to be His disciples in 
their doctrine and in their life, and to 
associate their efforts for the extension 
of His kingdom among young men,-was | 
quoted as a most comprehensive embod- 
iment ofthe purposes of the associa- 
tion. Mr. Speares said the work was 
not only organized to be of benefit to 
the members and contributors, but was 
intended to be so far-reaching in its ef- 
fects as to grasp the struggle young 
men outside of the pale and help them 
to leada life of integrity and useful- 
ness. The commonly called ‘‘wild’’ and 
‘‘dare-devil’’ youths were in his opinion 
objects of much solicitude. He would 
not advocate in such cases the urging 
of religion asa first move, for that of 
itself might create prejudice and de- 
stroy the possibility of ever influencing 
the subject. A case of personal expe- 
rience was cited to illustrate the point 
presented, and the subject was then 
thrown open for general discussion and 


was taken for lunch. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 

After another bounteouslunch in Wil- 
liams’s Hall, during which there was 
speech-making and much lively conver- 
sation, the delegates returned in a body 
to the church in time for the Bible 
reading of Rev. O. B. Reed, which began 
at 2 o'clock, Miss Coleman, the regu- 
lar organist, had consented to assist in 
the praise service, dnd as the huge 
organ sent out its v@lume of melody the 
aggregation of male voices joined in the 


of the large edifice resounded as it sel- 
dom had before. 

Dr. O. B. Reed, the eminent and well- 
known Bible reader, was too familiar to 
his audience to need extended introduc- 
tion, and all were attention when he 
began his discourse upon the sec- 
ond coming of Christ. The speaker 
began by saying that it, might 
seem a strange subject upon which to 
talk, but one which was most frequently | 
touched upon. He said since he had 
begun the study of his subject the Bible 
had seemed to hima new book. Turn- 
ing to the passage in John reading, 
not your heart be troubled, ye be- 
lieve in God, believe also in me,’’ Mr. 
Reed said that, possibly, if he should 
ask his friends before him if they be- 
lieved that Christ would. again appear 
the answer would probably be fn the 
affirmative, and vet there were many 
who stood ready to contradict and deny 
that such would be the case. Other 
‘verses prophesying the second coming 
were referred to by the speaker in sup- 
port of the belief in the second advent. 
He said he had often heard ministers 
preach funeral services on the text of 
‘Be ye also ready, for ye know not 
when the Lord Jesus Christ shall come,”’ 
meaning by that death. He couldn't 
believe in that mistaken idea, for the 
scriptures would not bear such a con- 
struction out. The transfiguration had 
been a literal fulfillment of the proph- 
ecy made eight"days before to the dis- 
ciples by Christ. 

The second coming of Christ meant 
one thing to the church and another to 
the world. It would be to the world 
the blackness of Egyptian midnight, to 
the church a living light, thought the 
speaker. He did not believe that when 

rist comes the world would be 
hurried to an immediate end, for there 
was adistinction between the appear- 
ing and the coming of Christ. He said 
the appearing ofChrist meant when he 
came with his saints, but when he 
really came it would be for his saints. 
There was to be an interval of time 
between the two events, then will bea 
time of great tribulation—the time of 
the reign of the ante-Christ, when Satan 
himself would be let loose on the earth. 

Mr. Reed thought the signs of the 
times were pointing toward the con- 
summation of the many prophesies 
found in the Revelations.

“What Do; the Associations Owe to 
Young Men io Small Towns,’’ was the 
subject upotl’ Which C. W. Janes of 
Santa Cruz addressed the convention at 
4:30 o'clock. e need of more effect- 
ive Christian work among young men 
of thecountry towns was briefly out- 
lined and medastifes suggested by which 
better cesults might be accomplished, 

Mr. Janes said that 75 per cent. of 
the young men, of today were non- 
church-goers, and nearly the same pro- 
portion of men between the ages of 18 
and 35 years could be found among the 
convicts in the Various penitentiaries.

POMONA. 


Unfintshed School Buildings to Be Com- 
pleted—A World's Fair Episode. 

At last a definite conclusion has been 
reached in regard tothe unfinished school 
buildings. The attorney tor Goodwin's 
bondsmen, in consultation with City Attor- 
ney Bell, has concluded that, although the 
bondsmen are ready and anxious to god on 
with the contract, the city cannot legally 
pay them money except under a specific 
and separate contrac}. Aecordingly, the 
Board of Education has advertised for bids 
to complete the buildings. The bids will 
be opened October 28, and the work begun 
as soon as the bids are accepted. This will 
cause a delay, together with the time the 
contractor has been absent, of about three 
weeks, but the Board of Education hopes to 
have the buildings ready for occupancy b 
Jauuary 1, 1893. The most stringent ef- 
forts fail to establish the whereabouts of 
the missing contractor. 

The city has been thrown into consterna- 
tion, and, at the same time, is highly 
amused over the information from the 
World's Fair of Chicago. Some time since, 
the Board of Trade decided to ask for a 
space of 1200 square feet, and theLadies’ 
Auxiliary asked for the same space. Ac.- 
cordingly, everybody has worked hard to 
getupa creditable exhibit and has had 
abundant success. Now comes the part 
that caused Pomona people to open their 
eyes. The director-general of the World's 
Fair modestiy informs the Board of Trade 
that the 1200 square feet will only cost 
$12,000. It isn’t at all likely that the 
board can collect halfthis sam from back 
dues, and the Ladies’ Auxiliary only has 
about $20 on hand, which is a rather small 
starter. Now. what the people want to 
know of the director-general is about how 
much will it cost to keep the exhibit here 
in Pomona and labelit ‘Intended for the 
World's Fair.’ The directors of the Board 
of Trade have decided to see if the exhibit 
cannot be put in with the Los Angeles 
county exhibit, andlet the fruits, etc., be 
sold afterward to —_ pay for the space. 
Fruit-growers and other farmers are being 
asked to donatesuch articles as they see fit 
to help make upthe exhibit, which is al- 
ready a very creditable one.

hind him. The next beat was a much bet- 
ter one and fasteg time was made. The 
three kept together throughout the heat, 
fini- bing within half a length of the leader,

The three-quarter mile dash was a 
pretty one, the two horses, Pescador and 
Prince's First, running neck and neck until 
near the finish, when Pescador stepped 
away from his competitor, taking the race 
in 1:15%. It was 3:45 o'clock when the 
first heat of the great trotting race—the 
McKinney race as everybody called it—was 
had.

Drinking water could not be 
secured without going some distance for it 
or buying it. and people were at the mercy 
of the peddlers of drinks. But the most 
general, merited kick was directed toward 
the total absence of regulation and re- 
straint upon the conduct of fast women 
upon the grounds. They

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


The New Chicago and Los Ange- 
les Limited Train. 


The Santa Fe Company Shows Its 
Hand in Arizona. 

East Side Citizens Anxious About 
the Electric Road. 


Special Trains tor the Republican Rally— 
the Arizona Road Backed by 
the Santa Fe—Local 
Notes. 


— 


It is learned that the new train which 
the Santa Fé will run between Chicago 
and Los Angeles will be put on Novem- 
ber 6. According to recent advices the 
train will consist of one baggage-car, a 
chair-car, three sleepers and a dining- 
car, all vestibuled. The cars will be 
lettered ‘Chicago and Los Angeles 
Limited,” and will, as has been stated, 
shorten the time between the two cities 
named fully twelve hours. The leaving 
time of the train from Los Angeles to 
the East will be about 6 p.m. The in- 
fogmation which comes from Chicago is 
to’the effect that the Santa Fé will 
make of this new fast train a great 
drawing card. 

THE SANTA FE IN ARIZONA. 

At Phoenix, on Monday of this week, 
there was filed in the office of the re- 
corder a trust deed from the Santa Fé, 
Prescott and Phenix Railroad to the 
Mercantile Trust’ Company of New 
York to secure a bonded indebtedness 
of $1,550,000. The property included 
in the deed consists of the grantor’s 
road now in course of construction bee 
tween Ash Fork and Phoenix by way of 
Preseott, and includes not only so much 
of the road as has been completed, but 
rights of way and everything pertain- 
wg tothe construction of the road for 
a distance of sixty-two miles south of 
Ash Fork. ‘The document is a volumin- 
ous’ affair, handsomely printed in 
pamphlet form, and contains not only 
the deed proper, but the terms of the 


contract between the railroad company 
and the Mercantile Trust Company. 
The bonds are to be payable in fifty years 


from September 1 of this year, in gold 


of the present standard value. The 
rate of interest is 5 per cent., and both 
principal and interest are to be payable 
without relief from valuation and ap- 
praisement by law. ‘Besides the secur- 
ity offered by the grantor the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé created a trust 
fund of 5 per cent. of the gross revenue 
on allits various lines of all business 
interchanged with the Santa Fé, Pres- 
cott and Phenix. This trust fund is to 
be deposited by the Atchison with the 
Mercantile Trust Company in payment 
of accumulated interest. 

ldy the terms and the proceedings of 
the railroad company the bonded in- 
debtedness may be increased with the 
further construction of the road, and 
the trust compaay guarantees to accept 
the additional bonds, which may be is- 
sued at the fixed or par value of $25,- 
000 for each mile to be constructed 
and not now included in the instru- 
ment. 

BLOCKING THE ELECTRIC ROAD, 


It appears that the citizens of the 
East Side are becoming quite anxious 
about the fate of the Consolidated Elec- 
tric Railway's line in that section of the 
city, that portion of the enterprise hav- 
ing lagged since itsinception. Acommit- 
tee'of citizens made an appointment with 
General Manager Clark, of the Electric 
Road, to meet him and demand the com- 
pany’s ‘reasons for not fulfilling the 
promises made to the East Siders, in 
not having completed the line and made 
connection with the general system 
on this side of the river. Mr. 
Clark informed the committee that 
his company had done all that was 
,possible in the matter. The East Side 
people had assured the electric com- 
pany a right-of-way over the Buena 
Vista street bridge, which had been 
denied, despite the petitions of the 
people who had contributed a large por- 
tion of the money used in its construc- 
tion. The electric company has been 
refused rightto use the bridge, which 
is so located as to-prevent the construc- 
tion of any addition to it for a railway 
track, and the investment of $25,000 
or more, which had been. made on the 
East Side line, is rendered useless. As 
a result of the conference it is said that 
the East Siders will make further effort 
to finda means for the electric com- 
pany to connect its tracks and give 
them the desired rapid transit. From 
another source it is learned that the 
electric company seriously contemplates 
taking up the new and as yet unused 
tracks on that side of the river, if the 
citizens, who desire the road cannot re.- 
move the opposition.

Returning the trains will all leave the 
Areade depot at 11 o'clock p.m. 
This will give an opportunity to those 
not participating in the parade nor on- 
lookersto visit the theater and other 
places of amusement.
